CONTINUING APPROPRIATIONS AND 
BORDER SECURITY ENHANCEMENT ACT, 
2024 
Committee on Rules: Full Committee held a hearing on 
H.R. 5525, the ‘‘Continuing Appropriations and 
Border Security Enhancement Act, 2024’’. The Com-
mittee granted, by a record vote of 9–4, a rule pro-
viding for consideration of H.R. 5525, the ‘‘Con-
tinuing Appropriations and Border Security En-
hancement Act, 2024’’, under a closed rule. The rule 
waives all points of order against consideration of the 
bill. The rule provides that the amendments printed 
in the Rules Committee report shall be considered 
as adopted and that the bill, as amended, shall be 
considered as read. The rule waives all points of 
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order against provisions in the bill, as amended. The 
rule provides one hour of general debate equally di-
vided and controlled by the chair and ranking mi-
nority member of the Committee on Appropriations 
or their respective designees. The rule provides one 
motion to recommit. The rule provides that upon 
passage of H.R. 5525 the title of such bill is amend-
ed to read as follows: ‘‘Reducing spending, securing 
the border, and for other purposes.’’.
